It also provides that the city 
e@hall be made a party to any modifica- 
tions of contracts. The County Chair- 
man, it was said, believes that these 
two provisions incorporated in the Gov- 
‘ernor’s program will eliminate much of 
> the opposition to it that has sprung up 
in all quarters. 

According to the legislators, Governor 
Miller was willing to consider the sug- 
gestions not in the form of a compro- 
mise to his announced plan but as an 
elaboration of his purposes. He is said 
jto have informed Chairman Koenig that 
he is willing to hear further argwnents 
‘on the proposition and to refrain from 
‘presenting his bill to’ the Legislature 
until he has definitely made up his mind 
‘whether to accept or reject the sugges- 
tions. The Governor's attitude, accord- 
ing to the legislators,. was responsible 
for the fact that the Traction bill was 
not presented to the Legislature Tues- 
day night, as it was fully — it 
would be. 

State Senator Clayton R. Lusk is due 
fn New York today. It was said that 
he would be at the Murray Hill Hotel 
for the next few days conferring with 
local Republicans as to the extent of 
the feeling against the Governor’s pro- 
posed program in the city and as to 
gust what changes are needed to make 
it more acceptable..

Car Strike Sympathizers Hurl 
Missiles at Them From 
Housetops. 











TROOPERS CHARGE CROWDS 


Troy Police Chief Orders Force 
“Shoot to Kill ”"—Dis- 
order There Lessens. 


6 ALBANY, Feb. 9.—Rioting more seri- 
ous than that of yesterday marked the 
second day’s attempt of the United 
Traction Company to resume the opera- 
tion of its lines, under orders of the 
Public Service Commission, in the face 
of the opposition of 1,200 striking em- 
ployes. 

State troopers, orderea here early this 
morning: by Governor Miller, twice found 
it necessary to make use of their fire- 
arms to quell disturbances in which 
strikebreakers were showered with 
stones and bricks from housetops near 
the ‘North Albany barns of the com- 
pany, where non-union men were re- 
pairing broken trolley wires. 

Orders by the Chief of Police to his 
men to “ shoot to kill'’ and the stoning 
of a car were reported in Troy, where 
there was \some improvement over yes- 
terday in the rioting conditions, 

In Albany for a time late this after- 
noon it seemed that the disorders would 
get out of control of the State and city 
police. Use ef clubs and firearms was 
resorted to before order was finally es- 
tablished. Scores of persons in the 


crowds which attempted to force their’ 


way inside the police lines were slightly 
injured as the police brought their 
batons into play, and half a dozen 
strikebreakers were hurt by flying 
stones, one of them being taken to a 
hospital. His condition is reported as 
serious. 

Adjutant General Keeping Watch. 

Two hundred troopers, all.told, will be 
on hand tomorrow to preserve order here 
and in Troy. They have. been arriving 
all day and their mounts are to réach 
here early tomorrow morning. The of- 


fice of Adjt. Gen. J. Leslie Kincaid is in- 


close touch with the situation tonight 
and, should it be necessary, State 
Guardsmen will be called out. 
No attempt was made to operate cars 
here today because wires for many 
blocks north and south of the barns had 
been torn down by strike sympathizers 
yesterday and last night. Up to 8 P. M. 
no signs: of violence were reported, but 
a few minutes after 3 the trouble began. 
A repair wagon, filled with strike- 
breakers, started to return to the barns. 
A stone thrown from a housetop struck 
a strikebreaker in the face. He fell 
from the wagon unconscious. Then fol- 
lowed a shower of bricks and stones, 
most of those on the wagon being hit 
and slightly injured. The ! State polices 
poe their pistols and sent a volley in 
the direction of the roof, but it was defi- 
nitely ascertained later that no one was 
struck &y the bullets. The shooting es- 
tablished order temporarily.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—That the 
United States should maintain a nayy 
equal at least to that of any other na- 
tion in the world; that the capital ship 
is tot obsolete, and that, since univer- 
sal disarmament has not been estab- 
lished, it would be ‘‘a wrong to the 
American people and no service to the 
cause of peace’’ for the United States 
to disarm, is the substance of a report 
filed with! the Senate this afternoon by 
the Committee on Naval Affairs. The 
report is the answer of the committee to 
Senator Borah’s resolution, which di- 
rected the committee to determine what 
constituted a modern fighting navy, and 
also suggested that in order to deter- 
mine what such a navy was it might be 
advisable for this country to suspend 
its naval building program for a period 
of six months. 

The report, which was submitted by 
Senator Poindexter, includes the full 
report of the General Board of the navy 
published in THE New YcrkK Times last 
week and is a vindication of the posi- 
tion taken by Admiral Coontz, the Chief 
of Operations; Rear Admiral Taylor, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, and Rear Admirals Badger 
and Mayo ard other members of the 
General Board. 

At the outset the committee informs 
the Senate that it approves in the main 


the observations and conclusion of the, 


General Board. Continuiitg, ‘the <report 
reads: 

‘“‘The value and importance of sub- 
marines, aircraft and high explosives 
are admitted, and the committee rec- 
ommends th..t the ecientific study and 
development of all of these means of 
naval warfare be actively continued. 
Depth bombs, mines, aerial torpedoes 
and high-exnlosive shells. fired from 
great guns, whether of the howitzer or 
other types, are all important agencies 
of attack and defense at sea, and in- 
tensive study of their potential’ uses 
should be continued wit: a view of 
utilizing them to the greatest possible 
advantage. 

“If we assume, however, a naval 
power armed with all these devices, and 
with destroyers and swift light cruisers, 
but with no battleships or battle cruisers 
—and an enemy powe~ equipped with all 
these and with battleships and battle 
cruisers in. addition—there can be no 
doubt that in any conflict the power 
equipped with capital ships would be 
victorious over its enemy not s0 
equipped. The rival forces of light 
craft, whethcr on or below the surface 
or in the air, would neutralize each 
other, leaving the power which pos- 
sessed the heavy ships, armed with 
great guns, in undisputed control of the 
Bea. 

“This was substantially the situation 
at the close of the late World War, 
with the capital ships of the Allies dom- 
inating all the seas of the world, con- 
trolling communications, isolating the 
enemy, cutting off his supplies, and 
creating a condition which by its effect 
upon the armies of the belligerents evas 
the predominant influence in crushing 
the Central Powers and bringing victory 
to America and the Entente Allies. 

“As aircraft, artillery and cavalry 
are but auxiliaries to the infantry in 
warfare on land, so the chief function 
of aircraft, submarines and light sur- 
face craft is that of auxiliaries to the 
main heavy fighting ships. In this ca- 
pacity they are valuable and indispens- 
able, but the nation which depended 
upon them alone would be completely 
at the mercy of the nation which pos- 
sessed all these and heavy fighting ships 
in addition.

LOCKWOOD FEARS 
INQUIRY WILL END 


Senator Convinced Legislature 
Will Refuse Power Asked by 
Housing Committee. 


CALLED HEREBY UNTERMYER 


Latter, Non-Committal as to 
Resignation as Counsel, May 
Go to Florida Soon. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Feb. 9.—Senator Charles C. 
Lockwood went to New York City this 
afternoon practically convinced that the 
Legislature would refuse to grant the 
demand, made by himself and Samuel 
Untermyer, chief counsel for the Legis- 
lative Housing Committee, for powers 
enabling it to investigate banks and in- 
surance companies in their relation to 
the housing shortage. . 

This power is sought to enable the 
committee to frame legislation which 
would compel such institutions to in- 
vest to a greater extent in building op- 
erations and thus aid in: relieving the 
lack of dwellings in New York City. 

It was- clear, from a statement made 
by the Senator just before his departure, 
that in view of the attitude of the 
legislative leaders, he regarded the com- 
mittee’g usefulness as dbout ended. He 
would not say whether he thought Mr. 
Untermyer would quit as counsel for 
the committee, but admitted that he was 
going to New York in response to an 
urgent summons from the latter, re- 
ceived over the long distance telephone. 

“It has .been suggested that you 
might resign as Chairman of the com- 
mittee unless the powers sought are 
granted,’’ Senator Lockwood was told. 

‘It would not be possible for me to 
quit,’ replied the Senator. ‘‘ I am work- 
ing under a mandate from the Legis- 
lature. I must remain and get out the 
-committee’s report:’’ 

From the tone in which the words 
were uttered it was inferred that Sen- 
ator Lockwood regarded this task as 
about the only one that remained for 
the committee to undertake unless the 
attitude of the legislative leaders should 
change, and of this there is little or no 
likelihood. ; 

Conf on Compromise. 

The latest demands of Mr. Untermyer 
and Senator Lockwood were made last 
Monday, when they spent several hours 
in conference with Speaker Machold of 
the Assembly, Clayton R. Lusk, Presi- 
dent pro tem, of the Senate, and Ma- 
jority Leader Adler of the Assembly. 

At the conferenc Senator Lockwood 


and Mr. Untermyer sought as a com-| 


promise an agreement on the following 
enabling clause in Senator Lockwood's 
bill: 

‘‘The committee shall investigate the 
form of organization, and the business 
practices, management, affairs and in- 
vestments of all corporations and asso- 
ciations that have, among other things, 
powers to invest funds in real property 
or in bonds secured by mortgages on 
real property, in so far as the same 
may, in the judgment of the committee, 
to any extent bear upon or affect the 
past, present or future condition of 
housing, building or loaning conditions 
in any of the cities of the State, and in 
so far as an investigation of such form 
of organization, or such business prac- 
tices, management, affairs and invest- 
ments may in the judgment of the com- 
mittee be pertinent to any recommenda- 
tion for legislation affecting the hous- 
ing, building or loaning situation that 
the committee may deem advisable.’’ 

Senator Lockwood was told today by 
Assemblyman Joseph A. McGinnies of 
Chautauqua, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, that this body would 
stand pat on its earlier action with ref- 
erence to the power of his committee. 
He made no secret of the fact that the 
compromise proposal had not even been 
submitted to a meeting of the full com- 
mittee. “ 

“You and Mr. Untermyer did not seek 
our consent, but went to the legislative 
leaders when you came here on Mon- 
day,’’ said Mr. McGinnies. ‘As a re- 
sult, I have determined to_be guided by 
their attitude, and they favor the reso- 
lution in the form in which it was re- 
ported by this committee and adopted 
by the Assembly.”’ 

The resolution will come up in the 
Senate for final action on Tuesday. 

Senator Lusk‘said today that, while he 
aid not speak for the Senate, it was his 
opinion that the amended resolution 
should be adopted in the upper house 
in the form in which it came over from 
the Assembly. It is almost certain that 
Senator Lusk’s view will prevail. Sen- 
ator Lockwood, however, is preparing to

OUT OF 679 KILLINGS 


Police Alleged to Have Sup- 
pressed Evidence in Capital 
Crimes, Shielding Slayers. 


WHITMAN: BEGINS INQUIRY 


Only 130 Cases: Presented to 
Grand Jury and 78 Indict= 
ments Obtained in 1920. 


The alleged suppression of evidence by 
the police in murder cases last year was 
made a subject of investigation yester- 
day .by Special Assistant District Attor- 
ney Charles S. Whitman and his staff. 
Evidence was reported to have been 
found in support of the theory that in- 
fluence had been used to save murder- 
ers. 

Intentional suppression. of evidence in 
some cases and negligence in collecting 
evidence in others was alleged to. have 


been responsible in part for the poor. 


showing made by New York County. in 
1920 in the conviction of murderers. 

As a result, of all the murders com- 
mitted in Manhattan last fear, only on€ 
man is in danger of the electric chair. © In 
spite of the ‘‘ crime wave,’’ fewer men 
were convicted of. murder inthe first 
degree In New York thin in Onondaga | 
or other small counties. As far as rec- 
ords were available, it was said that 
murderers had been in less danger of 
punishment here during the last year 
than in any other. section of the United 
States. 

The Homicide Bureau of the District 
Attorney’s office last year investigated 
679 killings which were reported as 
possible homicides. The bureau _pre- 
sented evidence to Grand Jurtes in 130 
cases and obtained seventy-eight in- 
dictments, with only one conviction for 
murder in the first degree. The 679 kill- 
ings include murder of all degrees, justi- 
fiable homicide, suicides and some acci- 
dents.

Smith, who was busy yesterday investi- 
gating the charge that members-of the 
Police Department had saved a man 
guilty of murder by perjury in his be- 
half before the Grand Jury, made a 
trip to the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station last night and served a sub- 
poena on the desk lieutenant, calling 
for the production of records for the 
Grand Jury today.

Secret Conference Held. 


For several hours in the afternoon 
and evening, Mr. Smith attended a con- 
ference of Mr. Whitman and his assist- 
ants at which several witnesses were 
examined. The conference was held in 
secret for the protection of the. wit- 
nesses. 

It has been learned that certain wit- 
resses called before Mr. Whitman or his 
assistants had been questioned imme- 
diately afterward by representatives of 
Police Headquarters. Suspicious sounds 
on the telephone wire during conversa~ 
tions have caused Mr, Whitman to sus- 
pect that his home telephone wire had 
been tapped. 

The records of police activity against 
murderers was sought in connection 
with the Whitman investigation after 
charges had been made that the police, 
under Commissioner Enright, obtained 
such poor results in dealing with the 
crime of murder. The Elwell case was 
the most conspicuous of those in which 
the police made no progress, but scores 
of other slayers are said to have baffled 
the police. In cases where murderers 
have been caught, but escaped the death 
chair, blame has been laid on poor de- 
tective work, which made it necessary 
to compromise with the. defendants and 
accept lesser pleas. It has-been alleged 
that during 1920 at least one murderer 
was allowed to plead guilty to assault. 

The murder statistics for 1920 were 
sought for the purpose. of showing the 
general quality of police work under 
Commissioner Enright, not by way of 
attack on the District Attorney’s office, 
but members of the latter office put 
themselves on guard,. when it Was an 
nounced that the records indicated only 
a &ingle conviction for murder in 1920.

This Was in 1918, When: His 
Was the Only Taxable Income 
Exceeding $5,000,000. 


FORTUNE NEAR A BILLION 


With His Benefactions of $500,- 
000,000, Accumulations Have. 
Been About $1,500,000,000. 


MRS. HARRIMAN’S RICHES 


She Leads All Women and May Be 
Next to Rockefeller in 
Total Wealth.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9:—"* Who is the 
richest person in the United States and 
what is his fortune?” 

, The answer. to the first part of 
this question is, of course, John 
D. Rockefeller; the answer to the 
second part, deducible from income 
tax statistics just published by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau is that the 
fortune on the income of which he 
was taxed in 1918 was about $650,00,- 

000; or, reckoning in the capital the 
tax on the income of which is exempt, 
his total wealth in that year was proba- 
bly between $800,000,000 and $1,000,- 
000,000, and at the present time is per- 
haps. not much short of the latter figure. 
As his known benefactions amount to 
about $500,000,000, John D. Rockefeller 
has in the space of one lifetime accumu- 
lated about $1,500,000,000. At every tick 
of the clock in 1918 he gained a dollar. 

The richest woman is undoubtedly Mrs. 
EB. H. Harriman, she being widowed and 
the inherito# of nearly all of the rail- 
way magnate’s fortune.” 

The statistics of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau show that one woman, listed as 
‘‘ gingle,’’ paid taxes for the year 1918 
on- an income of from $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. The residence of this: woman 
is given in other tables-as New York 
State. 

While Mr. Rockefeller is, of course, not 


fimeritioned by- name in the published 


statistics, they show @oughly that ‘he 
paid incofne tax for :the year 1918 
on a-net taxable income somewhere 
between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000, 
probably about >$22,000,000 after gen- 
eral deductigns from his - returned 
ingome of nearly $33,000,000. :

‘‘ single woman.” All were from New 
York State. . 

John D. Rockefeller is a widower and 
therefore would be listed as “‘ single.’’ 
While the Internal Revenue Department 
refuses tq give any information as to 
the identity of the persons paying the 
taxes on these great incomes, it is 
obvious that as the highest income in 
this country is received by a resident of 
New York State, Mr. Rockefeller must 
be. the ‘‘single’’ man.who pays taxes 
on an income of more than $4,000,000. 

In reports by the Internal Revenue 


comes of $4,000,000 and over are grouped 
te conceal the net incomes and identity 
of the taxpayers. 

The report for 1918 incomes lists two 
from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 and one of 
$5,000,000 or more. These three incomes, 
before deductions were made, agegre- 
gated $42,371,821. The two incomes 
listed at between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000. could not have presented a total of 
more than $10,000,000. The single in- 
come over $5,000,000, therefore, must 
havd been at least $32,371,821 and prob- 
ably $33,000,000.. 

General deductions. from the total ‘of 
$42,371,821 were $11,815,297, leaving net 
income for the three persons possessing 
kincomes of more than $4,000,000 of $30, - 
456,524, Again, if $10,000,000 were used 
as representing the total of the two in- 
comes reported of between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000—although it is obvious that the 
total of these two net incomes was some- 
what less than that amount—the net in- 
come of the person who- paid taxes on 
an income of more than $5,000,000 would 
be $20,456,524. 

This sum represents the minimum on 
which some one paid taxes. It is prob- 
able‘that the actual net income on which 
one individual paid taxes was at least 
$2,000,000 in excess of-that amount.

Poincaré’s political godson. Repeatedly 
the question was put in one form or an- 
other to what length he would go to 
obtain* full payment by Germany and 
always he declared that the alliance 
came first and that he would not go 
beyond. it. 

“If we encounter tesistance,” he de- 
clared in answer to former War. Minis- 
ter Lefévre, ‘‘ you will see if I have a 
feeble Government. If tomorrow. the 
hour of penalties strikes I shall go with 
the Allies to the last step: But if I must 
go alone I shall not go. I shall not go 
except with our allies; Germany will 
pay if we conserve our force, and if, 
united with our allies, we demand that 
she pay,”

But Secretary Baker Tells Senators 
Italy Stands First in Military 


Power. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—France has 
the greatest standing army in the world, 
according to information sent to Con- 
gress today by Secretary Baker, but, 
counting. its active and reserve forces, 
Italy is the world’s leading military 
power. 

France’s regular force is 732,000, con- 
sisting of conscripted French and Co- 
lonial troops, and in addition it has 
1,560,000 men enrolled in the reserves. 
Italy’s regular force numbers 350,000, 
but its reserve force consists of 4,627,- 
000 men, including 3,000,000 mobile mili- 
tia of the first line, 1,000,000 territorial 
militia as second line reserves, and 
114,000 carabineers and royal guards- 
men. 

Japan’s military forces, according to 
the Secretary’s figures, comprise 1,918,- 
000 men, including a regular army of 
273,000, a first reserve of 582,000, a 
second reserve of 667,000, a national 
army, consisting of men between 87 and 
40 years, of 246,000,' and 200,000 men 
enrolled for replacements. 

Great Britain's army of white troops 
totals 295,000, the report says, with 130,- 
000 additional native and Colonial 
troops, plus 233,000 men in the ter- 
ritorial armies.

The Nationalist Labor Party consists

They wear large red badges em- 
blazoned with the swastika, which has 
become the emblem of anti-foreign sen- 
timent, now waxing rapidly in Munich 
under the fostering care of Police Pres- 
ident Boester.

He threatens with expulsion 
any person, not a native of Munich, who 
dares to criticise his arbitrary methods.

It agrees often in theory 
and practice with the extreme Right.

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Many statements 
have recently been made in the press 
and in public speeches about the ‘‘ mild 
conditions imposed upon France when 
Germany was the victor in 1870, as com- 
pared. with the inhumanly cruel -terms 
of the Treaty of ‘Versailles dictated by 


Germany of 1919.’’ 

Dr. Dietrich Schaeffer, Professor of 
History in Berlin University, who has 
repeatedly lectured on this subject and 
is regarded here as perhaps. the best 
authority on it, having been on intimate 
terms with Bismarck, who made the 
peace of 1871, has given THE New YORK 


TIMES correspondent the following data, 
which, he says, should have some weight 
with Entente statesmen: 

‘“‘In 1871 Germany had more than 
400,000 French prisoners of war whom 
she released unconditionally as eee ae 
peace was made. How much 
after peace was ponohaded in 1910 aid 
France keep our men from their homes 
and families? 

‘‘ France at present, under the pretense 
pa exacting an indemni from us, 

aa trying to kill Germany 
final y, seeuatriany and morally, 
while in Germany imposed 
no heattione. ge alo on French 
industry and commerce, but, on 
the contrary, immediately renewed with 
France a commercial treaty with a most- 
favored-nation clause, which was in force 
until 1914.

‘In 1871 Germany refrained from any 
interference in French home litics, 
and Bismarck immediately recalled his 
Paris Ambassador, Harry von Armin, 
when the latter soon after the peace got 
mixed up with Royalist intrigues. Com- 
erat! that with the Entente’s present at- 

itude in imposing disarmament and the 
reduction of forces to such a degree that 
we are defenseless and at the mercy of 
any desperate gangs of the extreme Left 
or Right desiring the destruction of the 
present Government. 

‘In 1871 and after, during an occupa- 
tion of French territory, we delivered all 
French criminals to French courts 
Compare that with France's arbitrary 
administration of justice in the German 
districts now occupied by French troops.

Forty lawyers, representing clients

Offering resolutions that would define 
the objects of the organization, Leon 
Sanders, former Municipal Court Jus- 
tice, assert that tnere were about 
10,000 tort claimants and Htigants and 
that claims of about $4,000,000 were in- 
volved. He said that about 250 of these 
were death claims, 78 cases of fractured 
skulls, 19 of amputated legs or arms,“240 
of fractures of limbs and about 1, 
other cases, Including broken ribs, 
broken collarbones, injured spines and 
broken shoulders. 
It is estimated that about 250 lawyers 
have cases with claims running into 
thousands for each lawyer, and the or- 
ganizers believe that the majority will 
enter the Tort Creditors’ Association.

The transportation of mail from Los 
Angeles to New York in two days has 
has been accomplished by the Postal 
Air Service, according to a report from 
air mail officials made public yesterday 
by Maurice Cleary, Managing Director 
of the Aero Club of America.

WOMEN’S MEMORIAL WAITS. 


No Progress Made Yesterday in Set- 
tling Fate of Gift to the Capitol. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The_ sculp- 
tured memorial group in honor of the 
three pioneers of woman suffrage, Susan 
B. Anthony, Elizabeth Cady Stanton and 
Lucretia Mott, was still under the east 
steps of the Capitol tonight, and ap- 
parently no move had been made to 
make a final disposition of it. All day 
suffragists, headed by Miss Alice Paul, 
Chairman of the National Woman's 


Party, besieged Senators in an effort tov 
secure approval of the project to have 
tne memorial moved to the rotunda, as 
the women had confidently expected up 
to a day or so ugo it would be. The 
chief pressure was concentrated upon 
Senator Brandegee of Connecticut, 
Chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Library, which has the matter in charge. 
So eager were the suffragists to have 
the group moved to the rotunda that 
they offered a written agreement to Sen- 
ator Brandegee to the effect that if. the 
memorial could remain in the rotunda 
for the one night, Feb. 15, for which the 
suffrage ceremonies were scheduled 
they would move it out again the follow- 
ing day and await the pleasure of Con- 
gress as to its final resting place The 
Senator said he would cail a meeting of 
the committee, but the date of this meet- 
ing could be learned. Miss Paul said 
today that Senator Brandegce had prom- 
ised to do all he could to aid the wo- 
mens’ project. 

Two objections were offered today to 
the placing of the statue in the rotunda. 
Tn the first place, the block of marble 
from which the busts of the three suf- 
frage pioneers rises weighs eight tons. 
and there were predictions that it might 
crash through the floor to the hall be- 
low. In the second place, not all the 
members of the Fine Arts Commission 
have approved the memorial, nor have 
all the members of the Joint Committee 
on Library given it their sanction as a 
work of art. 

Frederick H. Gillett and Thomas Rilev 
Marshall, respectively, the Speaker of 
the House and the Vice President, who 
each control half the rotunda, have 
given their consent to. the exercises ar- 
ranged for the acceptance of the group 
being held there on the evening of Feb. 
15. Speaker Gillett has consented_ to 
make the speech of acceptance. But 
neither Mr. Marshall nor Mr. Gillett 
has any control over the rotunda as a 
final site for memorials.

Long Yeland’ Farmers Expect ‘Labor 
.to Be Plentiful and Cheaper 
Next Summer. 


The early return of pre-war prices for 
nearly all food commodities was pre- 
dicted yésterday by marketmen,. who 
pointed to the recent rapid decline in 
the wholesale prices of many items, re- 
flected to some extent in the retail mar- 
kets, asa basis for their prophecy. Vir- 
tually all vegetables are now down to 


.the prices which prevailed before the 


war, according to Herschel H. Jones, 
Director of the New York office of the 
State’ Division. of Foods and..Markets. 
Some of these have reached the former 
low levels in the retail markcts. 

Four of the items, which Mr. Jones 
says are now at the pre-war levels are 
onions, *which, wholesale at 75. ‘vents a 
hundréd pounds; potatoes, selling at 
$2.25 to $2.50 a Barrel of 180 pounds; 
cabbage and carrots. Potatoes are now 
selling in some of the chain stores at 
5 pounds: for 10, cents, the lowest they 
have been for many months. 

Eggs dropped 4 cents a dozen on all 
grades yésterday, making the ‘quotation 
on the best gradé near-by hennery, 39 
to 40 cents at wholesale. The best 
grade of Western eggs sold at 35 cents 
a dozen. The near-by hennery brown 
eggs are selling for 38 cents. ‘The chain 
stores sold ‘the -brown eggs yesterday 
at 45 cents a aozen and the white cggs 
at around 58 and 59 gents. Further 
reductions in the retail prices of con- 
densed milk have been made this week, 
@ popular brand that formerly sold for 
25 cents being offered at 17 cents in some’ 
of the stores. Other brands are simi- 
larly reduced in price.

OPPOSES CALDER COAL BILL. 


Gompers Says Unions Distrust Its 
Price-Fixing Provisions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. — Organized 
labor is apprehensive lest the price-fix- 
ing powers proposed in the Calder coal 
regulation bill be difected against or- 
ganizations of workers,. according to 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation ef Labor, who -testified 


today before the Senate committee .con- 
s dering the measure. 

‘“‘} am influenced largely in my judg- 
ment upon this matter by the interpreta- 
tion which the courts have placed upon 
similar regulative statutes inthe past,”’ 
Mr. Gompers said. ‘' Laws designed to 
prevent combinations in industry have 
been applicd to Nmit the activities of 
workers seeking to promote their Indi- 
vidual rights by collective action. 

‘Labot, or at léast that section of 
labor whigh has intelligence enough to 
unite in its own interest, is apprebensive 
about this species of legislation. Experi- 
ence has’ made us 80. 

The American judiciary, Mr. Gompers 
said in-a ering a question by Senator 
Walsh, mocrat, of Massachusetts, had 
not shown, as much “understanding of 
the rights of workers’’ as . legislative 
and executive ‘branches of the Govern- 
ment. He recounted the history of many 
court proceedings against labor and had 
not. concluded when the committee ad- 
journed. - He will continue his testimony 
tomorrow. 

Before hearing Mr. Gompers, Chair- 
man La Follette pushed the committee’s4 
inquiry into charges placed before it that 
the coal tra@e in and around Washing- 
ton, had organized to maintain prices 
and eliminate combination.

HAD A MONDAY ENGAGEMENT 


But Says He Dismissed Matter 
When Mrs. Savinavich 
Did Not Appear. 


The murdered woman whose body was 
found on Tuesday near a Bayonne pier 
in Newark Bay was identificd yester- 
day as Mrs. Beltcher’ Savinavich, 
daughter of John T. Hayward of. Twen- 
ty-fifth Street and Broadway, Bayonne, 
who is a World War veteran and the 
Adjutant of Peter E, Leddy Post, Amer- 
ican Legion. The identification waa 
made by Edward Vacca, manager of a 
steamship ticket agency, at 55 West 
Twenty-fourth Street, Bayonne, and a 
woman friend.of Mrs. Savinavich, Vacca 
told the police that he was to have taken 


Mrs. Savinavich to a ball on Monday 
night, but that he attached no im- 
portance to her failure to keep the en- 
gagement until he read of the unidenti- 
fied murder victim. 

Vacca was detained as a material wit- 
ness pending further investigation. That 
the woman had been beaten to death 
by thugs was established by an examina- 
tion yesterday of the four wounds on 
her head. It was evident she had 
fought her assailants until she received 
a blow from some blunt instrument 
that fractured her skull. There were 
also cuts on both hands. 

The latest police theory is that the 
woman was murdered in Bayonne or its 
vicinity and the body carried in an auto 
on Monday a t or early Tuesday 
morning to the beach and dropped near 
the pier at the foot of Twenty-sixth 
Street. Two bedquilts and two pillows 
were found in the water a block from 
where the body was discovered. These 
were believed to have been used to cover 
the body and then discarded. 

At the home of Mr. Hayward it was 
said he was out of town. His wife, step- 
mother of Mrs. Savinavich, said the lat- 
ter had lived with them for eighteen 
months, but that little was known of 
her recent movements, as she had moved 
to 457 Broadway, Bayonne, with her 
three-year-old adopted child. The police 
said they had learned that the husband 
was supposed to be on a business trip in 
Ecuador, which was his native country. 
He married Miss Hayward nine years 
ago in London, The couple returned 
five years ago, and had since lived part 
of the time at the home of her father.

Shanghai. The British allege that it 
violates the Government’s contract with 
the Marconi Company, which gives the 
latter concern a virtual monopoly of 
wireless construction in China. 

Charles R. Crane, American Minister 
to China, t) ‘gh Dr. W. W. Yen, the 
Foreign Mi.* er, has suggested that 
cancellation of the contract with the 
Federal Company be deferred, pending 
direct negotiations which it is under- 
stood the Washington Administration is 
taking up with the British Government. 
Mr. Crane feels that the question is 
most jmportant, bearing on future 
American efforts toward direct inter- 
course with China. . 

Japan; which lodged a _ protest in 
January against the Federal contract on 
the ground that it infringed rights ac- 
quired two years ago by a Japanese 
company, has made an additional pro- 
test, while Denmark has also lodged 
one, alleging infringement. . . 

The attitude of the Chinese Foreign 
Office, as unofficially - expressed, is 
that the British and American con- 
tracts were executed by different de- 
partments of the Government with dif- 
ferent aims, and hence there is no con- 
flict.

ELIZABETH, N. J., Feb. 9.~Five 
measures to halt banditry on the high- 
ways of Northern New Jersey were de- 
cided on tonight by more than 500 citi- 
zens of Union County, whg-met here in 
the Chamber of Commerce as a result 
of the hold-up of eighteen guests leaving 
the Baltusrol Golf Club late on Satur- 
day night. Former Judge Abe David of 
Elizabeth presided. 

Twenty-one municipalities in the 
county were represented and plans were 
discussed for the organization “of a 
motorcycle force of twenty-four armed 
men to patrol the highways. The plan 
was to have the men attached to the 
staff of County Prosecutor Hetfield. 
This suggestion, however, was referred 
to a committee which will report next 
Wednesday night. A motion to endorse 
the State perairapariieag’ A measure, pend- 
ing at Trenton, was also put up to this 
committee. 

The first recommendation adopted was 
that the Legislature be asked to post a 
standing reward of $1,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of hig waymen. The sec- 
ond request to the legislators called for 
an amendment to the Crimes act which 
would rmit life imprisonment sen- 
tences for fdootpads, and the third de- 
mand was for a law compelling all bor- 
oughs and townships to maintain a uni- 
formed and disciplined police force. 

A committee was named to go to Tren- 
ton and the members were given author- 
ity to urge a measure: similar to the 
Sullivan law in New York.

SAFE RIPPED OPEN 
NEAR POLICE STATION 


Burglars in Laboratory Get 
$1,000 After Working Till 
Dawn-on. Strong Box. 


HURL IT OVER BACKWARD 


Glare of Electric Lights Visible, Yet 
Robbers Took Time to 
Eat Luncheon. 


Burglars forced an entrance to the 
laboratories of the Caswell-Massey Drug 
Company, on the top floor of the twb- 
story building at 222 West Thirtieth 
Street, soon after midnight yesterday 
morning, and, after throwing «a 2,900- 
pound safe on its back, ripped the doors’ 
off their hinges with sectional jimmies 
and escaped with about $1,000 in Liberty 
bonds and money. 

The robbery was discovered at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning by the first 
chemist to arrive. 

More than twenty ledgers had been 
moved from shelves and arranged in 
rows to absorb the shock of the safe’s 
fall. It was admitted by detectives that 
the fll of the safe must have shaken 
the entire building. While the chemists 
wondered that none of the passing po- 
licemen had_heard the crash, they were 
even more surprigsed by the fact that it 
must have taken the robbers at least 
five hours to pry off the combination 
and handles of the safe with sectional 
jimmies, cold chisels and sledges. 

The robbers are believed to have 
gained access to the roof by means of 
a vacant’ building near by which faces 
on West Thirtieth Street. The labora- 
tories are on the south side of the 
street, between Seventh and LEighth 
Averiues,. whH@ “the Wes: Thirtieth 
Strect Station is on the same side, be- 
tween Sixth ahd Seventh Avenues. 

The. robbers: pried off the glass sky- 
light over the storeroom, and, the de- 
tectives think, let one of their number 
down to the top shelf, who made his 
way up the laddér to the roof scuttle 
and let in his confederates. That they 
did not’ expect to ‘be disturbed was 
evidenced by the fact that they brought 
their luncheon with them. 

First they forced out the handles of 
the safe, and then they used sledges 
and cold chisels to rip off the combina- 
tion. After this was done, one of the 
burglars manipulated the tumblers, but 
found he could not get all of them to 
slip the steel cross-bars back from their 
slots in the interior of the safe door. 

It is believed that the robbers became 
angry at their failure to open the safe 
and as a diversion swept hundreds of 
dollars’ worth of drugs from the shelves 
in the storeroom. Eventually they re- 
sumed the attack, chiseling the hinges 
and then ripping them from their fasten- 
ings with the jimmies. 

When they finally opened the ‘doors 
they found only $700 in Liberty bonds 
and about $500 in money, all of which 
belonged to employes of the labora- 
tories. 

The robbers worked under two large 
electric lights, the glare of which would 
be seen from the street. After they had 
emptied the strong box they made their 
way to the ground floor, which is occu- 
pied by the Pennsylvania Drug Company 
as a laboratory and storeroom. It was 
declared yesterday it must have been 
after dawn when they reached that 
floor, and exhaustion compelled them to 
give up their attempt to rob that com- 
pany. Then they went back to the roof, 
gained the street the way they had come 
and drove away. 

Detectives at the West Thirtieth Street 
Station would not discuss the burglary 
last night. It was said that they were 
considerably chagrined at the robberv of 
uw safe so near their headquarters, and 
were even more annoyed at the excessive 
number of safe .robberies in their dis- 
trict in the last few months. 


HID GEMS IN MOUTH

HETTRICK CHARGES. 
"OUTLINED 70 JURY 


Kenneth Spence Makes Opening 
Speech for Prosecution in 
Coercion Trial. 


TELLS OF CODE OF PRACTICE 


Plumbers’ Union Officials and One 
Employer Also Defendants 
in Case. 


The prosecution in the, case of John 
T. Hettrick and three others on trial 
for coercion will begin to present evi- 
dence today before Justice McAvoy. The 
jury was completed yesterday morning 
and Kenneth Spence, Special Deputy At- 
torney General, spent the afternoon out- 
lining to the jury the facts the people 
would seek to prove. 

On trial with Hettrick, who is a law- 
yer, are William L, Doran and William 
H. Chapman, President: and Business 
Agent of the United Association of 
Plumbers and Steamfitters, and Herbert 
Smith, of Hemlin & &mith, contract- 
ing plumbers. 

Mr. Spence said the State would prove 
that in the Spring of 1919 Hettrick ‘‘ in- 
jected himself into the plumbing busi- 
ness,’’ although he was a lawyer and 
knew nothing of it; and devised a Code 
of Practice to restrain competition. He 
originated the code, according to Mr. 
Spence, ostensibly for the purpose of 
eliminating ‘‘peddling’’ of bids by 
building contractors and _ preventing 
‘““mistakes ’’ in bids by the plumbing 
contractors and.doing away with ‘‘ un- 
fair practices’. in the business. 

The arrangement was really one to 
suppress competition entered into by 23 
firms and -corporations,. Mr. Spense 
asserted. Through the use of pink and 
green cards Hettrick fixed the bids 
Which the plumbers were to present to 
the builders'so that the. contractor whose 
turn it was would obtain the contract. 

Hettrick had the pawer of raising or 
lowering bids, he said, and each of the 
members of the ring agreed to pay 4 
per cent, of their gross business into 
‘an “‘‘insurance fund’”’ of which Het- 
trick was to get one-quarter. 

The defendant Smith, according to 
‘Mr. Spence, threatened Joseph Miller 
and Charles H. Darmstadt, plumbers, 
saying if they refused to enter the Code 
of Practice they would be prevented 
from obtaining journeymen, members of 
the union represented by Chapman & 
Doran. The union officials, Mr. Spence 
continued, threatened other plumbers 
and forced them to join the Code of 
Practice by declaring they would with- 
hold union men from jobs on which 
‘they were at work for the contractors 
who hesitated to join the organization. 

In seventeen months, said Mr. Spence, 
Hettrick received $55,000 as his share of 
the commissions from the ‘‘ insurance 
fund ’’ he maintained for the plumbers’ 
Code of Practice.

GROWING DISORDER SHOWN 


Armed Band Puts to Death Two Men 
In Drogheda — American Relief 
Committee Arrives in /London. 


LONDON, Feb. 9.—A railway strike 
as a protest against the shooting by the 
police of railwaymen at Mallow, County 
Cork, Ireland, on Jan. 31, seems a pos- 
sibility as a result of a meeting of the 
Locomotive Engineers’ and Firemen’s 
Union Executive at Leeds today. “A 
résolution ‘was adopted that: unless the 
Governmént granted an inquiry into the 
Mallow affair by Feb. 15 and gave 
guarantees for the safety of the mem- 
bers of the union, & genera] strike would 
be called.. An intimation to this effect 
has been sent to Premier Lloyd George. 

4.. Bromley, Secretary of the union, 
in an interview, declared that there was 
no bluff about the ultimatum. They 
meant to see the thing through. 

‘We are not going to have our mem- 
bers murdered in cold blood without a 
proper ifquiry,’’ he said, ‘‘and will 
insist that when our men are on duty 
in the curfew hours they shall have 
safety and shall not be dragged off 
and shot: like dogs, without charge or 
trial.’’ 

[The shooting of the railwaymen oc- 
curred about 10:30 o’clock at night, con- 
siderably after the curfew hour. Cap- 
tain King, District Inspector, was 
wounded and his wife was shot deaa 
by some unknown persons. The police, 
hearing the shots, rushed to the Mallow 
railway station and opened fire, after, 
{t is alleged, they were fired upon. 
Several railway employes ran up the 
tracks and a fusillade rang out behind 
them. One of these men fell dead and 
several’ were wounded, one of them dy- 
ing from his injuries later.] 

The Irish Bulletin, a Sinn Fein litho- 
graphed sheet, publishes statistics show- 
ing the effect of ‘‘ The Restoration of 
Order’’ act in Ireland. It compares the 
period from Jay. 24, 1920, to Feb. 7, 
1920—in which two constables were 
killed and one was wounded in Ireland, 
no soldiers were injured and six attacks 
were made on constabularly: patrols and 
barracks—with the same period in 1921, 
when thirty-two constables and soldiers 
were killed ana forty wounded, and 
forty-three attacks were made on patrols 
and barracks, seventeen of them in coun- 
ties under martial law. 

The Bulletin explains that in the fort- 
night of 1920 there’ was-no Restoration 
of Order act or.martial iaw, while in 
the 1921 fortnignt every device to ter- 
rorize the Irish people and safeguard 
the English armed forées was in op- 
eration. Moreover, it declares, a year 
ago the authorities admitted the casual- 
ties to the Crown forces, but now the 
bulk of such casualties is not admitted.

BERLIN, Feb. 9.—Reports from Soviet 
district child welfare workers from thir- 
ty Governments in Russia for the month 
of January reveal the fact that starva- 
tion'is much worse than ft has ever been 
before. Only three returns on children’s 
homes are satisfactory. The reports 
from the other twenty-seven are filled 
with appeals for help from the Govern- 
ment to save the lives of the children. 
‘The authorities in’ the Novogorod dis- 
trict report that ‘‘ ihe children in the 
children’s homes are starving.’’ Those 
in a nearby district say that: ‘‘ whole 
families of workmen have died in great 
numbers, and especially children,’ and 
that it is not possible to’ provide for ad- 
ditfonal children because there is ro 
bread nor other food. 

The Vyatka authorities say that the 
conditions in that province lead to “ chil- 
dren stealing what they need.’”” From 
Kaluga come reports that the children 
{n children’s homes are starving. The 
Province of. Moscow reports that ‘ child 
nourishment is not at all sufficient.”’ 

The collapse -of the Soviet system for

jWhatever niay have been the specific 
cause for Tuesday’s sudden and general 
recovery in the markets, it appeared 
pretty much to have spent its force be- 
fore ‘business ended yesterday. Prices 
on the Stock Exchange moved ir 
regularly, with alternate advances and 
declines and with nearly as many stocks 
showing net losses at the close as net 
gains. The. foreign exchange market 
also lost some of the previous day’s ad- 
vances, and the commodity markets as 
a rule were. reactionary. 

In so far as the slightly easier call 
money market had been an. influence, 
it continued yesterday, which was the 
first day since Jan. 28 to maintain an 
unvarying 7 per cent. rate. The time 
money market, however, has not 
changed this week. The rates are still 
exceptionally high for this time of year; 
the 6% to 7% per cent: now quoted com- 
pares with 4. to 6% in this period of 
' 1919 and 1918 and 1917; but it is well 
below the 8% and 9 per cent. rate which 
prevailed in the second week of last 
February. It was in the third week of 
that month that the New York Reserve 
Bank’s percentage of reserve to de- 
posits fell for the first and only time 
below the untaxed minimum. 

At the present moment, the govern- 
ing influence on the long-term money 
rate at New York is not, as in 1920, the 
New York credit situation, but the un- 
willingness of the South to pay off its 
maturing loans. Of this it may at least 
be said that the deadlock will very soon 
have to be broken either by liquidation 
of cotton holdi at the best price the 
market will bring, or elae by some other 
permanent measure of relief. The strong

sales to investors of coupon notes se- 
cured by deposit of the metal. The cop- 
per plan is an innovation; no precisely 
similar experiment has yet been tried 
, with the investor. Practically, the sub- 
|scribers to the $40,000,000 one to four 
year notes buy 400,000,000 pounds of 
copper at 10 cents a. pound; the lowest 
recent market price having been 124%. 
'That price had not been touched since 
11914, and a 10-cent price has not pre- 
vailed since 1896. The copper acquired 
on this basis is trusteed, however, under 
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‘agreement not to sell unless at a stipu- 
\lated higher price. It therefore remains 
to see how, assuming the successful 
floating of the notes, the removal of this 
huge surplus from its present precarious 
reliance on current bank loans will af- 
fect the copper market.

Can’ Lower Prices Unless 
_ They Reduce Wages. 














PLAN, ‘ WRONG AND UNFAIR” 


. 


Many Commodities Still Too High, 
Due to Retailers, but Not 
- Basic Industries. 


Judge Elbert H. Gary, Chairman of 
the Board of the United States Steel 
Corporation, said emphatically yester- 
day that there would be no reduction 
either in steel prices or in wages by the 
company at this time. He also was em- 
phatic in discussing the -reported, price- 
cutting in certain quarters of the indus- 
try and said that it seemed to him that 
any manufacturer who contemplated re- 
ductions in selling prices below the so- 
called stabilization basis-which has ruled 
since early in 1919, did so with the idea 
of reducing wages correspondingly, 
thereby charging the difference against 
the workers. He characterized any such 
plan as manifestly ‘‘ wrong and -un- 


‘fair."’ 


““We have no present intention of 


‘changing our selling prices,’’ he- added, 


‘“‘and as to reducing wage rates, the 
matter has not come up for considera- 
tion.”’ 
The discussion of the attitude’ of the 
independents by Judge Gary. came in 
response to a question as to whether he 
had heard that they were cutting prices. 
‘“‘T hear that some of the independents 
are making reductions in their prices,’’ 
he. said. ‘‘1l have not heard of their 
making any actual sales at reduced 
pesca, though they may have done so. 
ey certainly have been making of- 
fers. I have been surprised to get such 
reports. These companies have said 
that they could not afford to sell at 
the Government prices of March, 1919, 
because those prices were lower than 
their actual costs, and I think I know 
from our books that on many products 
it would be impossible for any of our’ 
competitors to sell at a profit unless 
they received as much as, or more than, 
the Government prices. 


Favors Reasonable Cuts. 
“‘I believe thoroughly in reasonable 
reductions in selling prices of all com- 
modities whenever and wherever prac- 
ticable. That is, whenever the cost of 
production’ will permit. I think this is 


necessary for the prompt and orderly re- 
adjustment of business conditions, but 
I think that it would be as great a 
wrong to make unreasonable cuts as it 
would be to charge unreasonably high 
prices. ‘ 
“ Every manufacturer must know that 
the cutting of prices will bring no more 
business and that he will therefore, in 
the long run, receive no larger volume 
of orders or realize any larger profits. 
No one manufacturer can secure an ad- 
vantage over others, except temporarily, 
and :then the whole matter will be 
evened up by his competitor cutting his 
prices. 

“‘T have no means of knowing the in- 
tention of the independents, so-called. I 
do know that all of them by long ex- 
perience in the past have learned that 
stability of prices within fair and rea~- 
sonable limits is usually of advantage to 
themselves, to their customers, their 
employes and the general public. 


Many Prices Too High. 
**T know, of course, that as to many 


| subjects, prices are still “too high. This 


applies largely to retailers, and in some 
cases workmen connected with trades 
which are dominated by labor unions. 
As to many items involving the cost of 
living, 1 think there should and must 
be material reductions, and I think the 
same applies to the wages of men work- 
ing at certain trades not necessa to. 
mention in detail. But I do not nk 
at present this applies to the whole- 
salers or the basic industries generally. 

When asked ‘‘Have you anything to 
say with regard to criticism of the iron 
and steel industry’ made in the annual 
report of Controller of Currency Wil- 
liams?’’ Judge Gary answered: 

‘“Mr. Williams is a very able and a 
very estimable gentleman. I was sur- 
prised by some of the statements he 
made. I think he is somewhat promis- 
cuous in his remarks, not careful to 
discriminate between different Iines of 
industry. If he would come to my of- 
fice at any time, I would be glad to 
give him full information in regard to 
our, prices and our costs. I think I 
could show him that, so far as we are 
concerned at least, we have endeavored 
to be: reasonable. 

‘Now, as to the general business 
situation, I have been much pleased by 
the interview given out by Mr. Ford 
concerning the automobile business and 
his affairs generally, as published in the 
newspapers. It seems to me he~shows 
the right disposition and the necessary 
amount of grit. Assuming, as we must, 
that his affairs are well within his own 
control, as stated, he, shows a clear 
vision and the right attitude concerning 
the future. 7 

“There are some things in the way of 
making satisfactory.progress in business 
matters. I would mention particularly 
the amount of Government taxes. They 
are too large. They are hampering 
business. I think there ought to be, 
and believe there will be, a remedy 
found.’ I think there will be greater 
economy in governmental administra- 
tion. We have reached the period when 
we must be economical and saving; 
when we must conserve all our re- 
sources.’’ 


LACKAWANNA STEELPROFITS 


$4,294,000 for Common 8tock, 
Equal to $12.23 Per Share. 


The preliminary statement of earn- 
ings of the Lackawanna Steel Com- 
pany in 1920 makes a favorable show- 
ing, but it did not give any idea as 
regards future business. It has usually 
been’ the custom of the company to 
make public the amount of unfilled or- 
ders on hand. ‘The last statement of 
unfilled orders was issued as of Sept..

WINTER CROPS DOING WELL. 


Mild Weather and Occasional Rain 
Helpful to Growing Wheat.

The criticism of Government bureaus 
launched by Abel Davis of Chicago, 
Chairman of the Legion's Hospitaliza- 
tion Committee, followed. a committee 
report urging the consolidation of the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau, the . oca- 
tional Educatfon Board and a part of 
the Public Health Service. He declared 
that the chiefs of these agencies at 
present did not work together, adding 
that they resented the activities of the 
Legion in. attempting to obtain relief 
for disabled veterans, and had ‘‘packed’? 
committees of the Legion with employes 
of the bureays. 

As a result’of his charges the Exeu- 
tive Committee adopted a resolution rec- 
ommey:s- ~ to State organizations that 
nu burewa - “employes be appointed to 
Legion comniittees. 

Disabled men are being kept in private 
end, State hospitals that are ‘‘ indescrib- 
ably filthy and where conditions are ter- 
rible,"’ Mr. Davis told the’ committee. 
The men, he said, are handled by three 
separate agencies. The Public Health 
Service investigates their cases and puts 
then: in hospitals, another ,agency han- 
dles the matter of their compensation, 
and still another their training. Often 
they go to former soldiers’. Homes ‘con- 
verted into hospitals, where. the ‘ an- 
cient rules that governed old soldiers "’ 
make a-fourth agency to deal with. 


UPHOLDS NEWSPAPER RATES 


Publishers’ Association Head Says 
‘Costs Are Still Increasing. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 9.—News- 
paper, publishing costs are at the very 
highest point and are -still increasing, 
said T. R. Williams of Pittsburgh, 
President of the American ‘Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, addressing a 
meeting of the Pennsylvania Associated 
Dailies here tonight. 

Under such conditions, there was no 
possibility of decreasing advertising 
rates, Mr. Williams said, adding that 
these rates were too low before the war, 
and in the last few years: had not in- 
creased in proportion to increased pub- 
lishing costs. 

The speaker gave figures tending to 
show that publishers’ costs have in- 
creased nearly 200 per cent. in recent 
years and that advertising rates. ad--¢ 
vanced less than half that arhount. In 
no case had there been a‘decrease in 
laboriscalesy made in the last sixty days,- 
but nearly all of them called for sub- 
stantial increases, some as much as 20 
te 30 per cent., he saig. 

Mr. Williams contended that there could 





‘be no hope of reducing skilled labor re- 


quired by. newspapers for years to 
come, and that, while spot news print 
prices were softening, the contract price 
of 6% cents a pound was the highest in 
twenty-five years. 

“It is ceftain,’’ he said, ‘' that con- 
tract news print prices will remain per- 
manently higher than before the war, 
Advertisers who know newspaper con- 
ditions are not asking for a decrease of 
advertising rates, as they know that at 
present rates their advertising space is 
the lowest priced commodity they buy.’

PORGETFUL SHERIFF 


Louisiana Attorney General 
Rules Governor Can Set New 
Date for Negro's Death. 


MANY ATTORNEYS DISAGREE 


Movement Started to Commute Sen- 
tence of Murderer Authorities 
Forgot to Hang. 


“NEW ORLEANS, Feb, 9.—An opinion 
handed ‘down today by Attorney Gen- 





eral Coco declared that Lonnie Eaton, 
the negro whose execution on Feb. 4, 
the date set, was forgotten by the! 
Sheriff of Ouchita Parish, may be le- | 
gally hanged. ‘ | 
Prior to the rendering of the opinion | 
by the Attorney General, many attor-| 
heys of the State had contended that | 
because the negro’s life had once been 
placed in jeopardy when the Governor 
fixed the date for execution, and that’ 
date had-arrived without a reprieve 
being granted, he couJd not now be; 
legally hanged, but was legally dead and 
must be’ granted his freedom. 
After setting out .that he could find 
nothing in the text books, ancient or 
modern, or in jurisprudence, to furnish 
the least basis for such arguments, the 
Attorney General ruled as follows: 
‘“‘ Under the law in this State author- 
ity is conferred upon the Governor to 
have the death sentence executed, and 
it is made the duty of the Sheriff to 
‘execute the criminal in conformity to 
the death warrant on the date named 
by the Governor,’ and the law further 
provides that the déath sentence ‘ shall 
be executed by hanging the person by} 
the neck until he be dead.’ 





“That these specific provisions of the 
law might not be carried out in so im- | 
portant a matter by the failure of an, 


officer to perform his duty is altogether | 


_| beyond reason. The idea may have orig- | 


inated from an ancient superstition by 
which it was thought that if the crim- | 
inal was not thoroughly killed and re-| 
vived he was thereby rescued by the 
unforeseen hand of providence.”’ 

The Attorney General then held that 
it would be legal for the Governor to 
again fix a date for the executiop of 
the negro, who was convicted of the 
murder of Charles McQuiller, a white 
planter, in 1917. 


A movement has been started in the 
State to have the death sentence com- 


muted to life imprisonment. Meanwhile 
Eaton is in the Caddo Parish Prison, 
apparently not very much concerned 
over the settlement of the legal question. 


POLITICIAN CONVICTED 
BY JURY LED BY WOMAN 
Only One Ballot Taken in Case of 


S. G. Maloney of Philadelphia 
in Primary Conspiracy. 





PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 9.—Samuel G. 
Maloney, former Harbor Master of 
Philadelphia, was found guilty today of 
conspiracy to prevent a fair election in 
the Fifth Ward primary day in Septem- 
ber, 1917. The jury was out only thir- 
teen minutes. Maloney was released in 
$10,000 bail pending arguments on a 
motion for a new trial. Miss Hattie 
Grunninger. foreman or the jury, said 
that only one paliot was taken. 

Maloney and his counsel, Henry J. 
Scott, seemed dumfounded at the ver- 
dict, so confident had inmey been of ac- 
Quittal. The defense had rested its case 
after calling two witnesses, ex-Judge 
James Gay.Gordon, who said that Ma- 
loney’s prosecution was the result of a 
‘frame up,’’ and Maloney himself. 
Maloney, who has been a prominent 
figure in politics here for years, was 
accused of preventing a fair election at 
the time when gunmen, brought from 
New York, blackjacked James E. Carey 
and fatally shot a-policeman, George A. 
Eppley. 

Maloney denied that he sent an em- 
ploye of the detective agency, -which he 
ran, to the Fifth Ward with a message 
to ‘‘clean up’’ a political club. He also
